Experiments Extraordinary. 

Power of a Fly. 

A common house-fly can be said to 
poss'ess almost superhuman power, 
which Is attributed to the fact that 
tlie fly, unlike man, has^n extensive 
net of breathing organs, which en- 
ables it to burn more nourishment, 
thus creating a greater working 
^n'ergy. The relation of the food con- 
sumed to the labor performed was de-br 



termined in this way: The fly, tied 
or glued to a cork, was fed regularly 
from a needle dipped in hon'ey, and 
the needile weighed before and after 
each feeding. The fly was th'en placed 
in a narrow box on the edge of a 
wheel and forced to run around the 
edge, as in a tread-mill. As the weight 
of the wheel was known and the num- 
ber of its revolutions counted, it Wias 
easy to determine the amount of labor 
performed, Another experiment was 
made as follows: A fly was tied 
down on its back and th'en made to 
balance a comparatively heavy pitli 
balil, on which was another fly. When 
considering that it is an acrobatic 
feat for a man to balance another on 
extended arms and legs, that Is to 
say, balance hia own weight for a 
length of time, w'e must admire the 
feat of the fly, that, without apparent 
fatigue, balanced the ball and fly for 
several hours. — American Social tta- 
zette.

Solomon's 200,000 Trumpets. 

Instruments of the Ancients. 

In the early and middle centuries 
of the Christian era instrmneiits con- 
structed of meta.1 were largely con 
fined to military use and the chase, 
while th'e wind instruments devoted 
to pleasure were most fretinently con- 
structed of wood. Thus the cornet, ' 
used for the latter liurpose, was of 
wood. It was l)lown, as now, with a 
mouth-piecei hut the different notes 
were produced by side holes like that, 
of the flute. The ba.ss instrument of 
this family was called "The Serpent." 

That large quantities of materials 
w'ere necessary for the consrtuotlon of 
so many instrnments is certain. Whe- 
ther Solomon's 200,000 trumpets were 
made of silver— aa were, I he two made 
by Moses at tho command of God— 
or of brass, ther'e is nothing to show, 
but it is interesting to read 1;hat the 
quantity of metals collected together by 
Solomon for the building of tho Tem- 
ple and its vessels and instrument.s Is 
calculated at 48,000 tons, and that tho 
gold and silver alone is estimated in 
value at ,£7,400,000,000. As to the Im- 
m'enae quantities of brass employed, 
it is doubtful if this metal, and the 
brass of the ancients generally, was 
composed of copper and zinc, as that 
now known to ua; but an analysis of 
ancient Roman coins shows the Ro- 
mans to have been acquainted with 
the art of pteiiaring brass as an alloy 
thus compounded. Much of that 
which is termed brass was really 
onze, which Is an alloy Of copper

MEANING OF THE G REAT INFLte 

The Commissioner looks into the future and discusses the 
Immigration Outlook in the light of his experiences* 
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tHILIS at Winnipeg tlia 
ConimiBsioner was iuterviewed by a vepresGiitative of thfl To- 
ronto Globe who furnish'ed Ills paper with the following Intor- 
niative article, which we feel sure will be perused with great 
interest by our own readers: 
Commissioner Coombfs, head of The Salvation Army in Canada, 
who is now engaged in a (study of the immigration situation in 
the West, prediHta easier conditions for settlers who came to this country 
a few years liencG. He says that in two years more the available (mean-: 
JnK thereby the desirable) fre'e lioniestends in the three Pvovlnoes will 
have been practically all taken up as a result of the heavy influx of peo- 
ple from all parts of Europe, from the United States and from Eastern 
Canada. Close settlement of the country will then begin in earnest, 'espe- 
(■ially in Manitoba. The movement westward froni this Province will cease, 
and the people living her'e will be content to make the moat of their op- 
poi'tnuitlos, instead of moving to free land in Sashatohewan or Alberta. 

Valuable Men with Valuable Opinions. 

, The Commlsaion'or is accompanied on his, present trip by Colonel Ijamb, 
who is in charge of The Army's emigration work in England, and the study 
of the problems involved in transferring tliousands of people from one side 
of tho globe to the other is their chief concern. Proni their experience in 
tho past, and from the wider sphere of usefulness permitted hy their grap- 
pling with i,ho whole question of colonization Hud settlern'ont, these Offi- 
nera are In a position to discuss the Immigration outlook with some degree 
of authority. Comralasioner Coombs is unfortunately in poor health at pre- 
sent, and on that account he is not speaking publicly. But h'o has intim- 
ated in a few sentences his impressions of the probable effect ui'on living 
conditions In the West of the rapid and continuous Influx. His views are 
most 'encouraging. 

The Advantage of Close Settlement. 

The fact that fftinllles on the farms throughout the West will be located 
BO much closed together appeals to the Commissioner as an important con- 
sideration, and there is no tiu'e.=ition thta a nearer approach to Uenslty of 
liopulation in tho rural conununitles will be decidedly advantageous, "Splen- 
did iBolation" may be a fine thing from a naval or military point »f view, 
but it" has its drawbacks on the prairies. Better schools, better churches, 
and better opportunities for social enjoyment are furnished where there is 
a close grouping of sottlers. There is no denying that colonies or commun- 
ities which attempt to combine rural and vlllag'e life have serious disad- 
vantages both for themselves and for the country at large. Particularly is 
this true in the case of foreigners, where no attempt at assimilating with 
1 he main body of the population is made. But to the qneistion as to whe- 
ther farm houses should be five niHea apart or one mile apart there Is 
only ono answer. Man is a most sociable animal, and he likes to think 
that his nolghbours ure fairly close. 
The day of sevon-lca.gue boots has 
passed, and airships are not yet coni- 
n-i<n'C.lally foasiblo. In ohlon days 
little or nothing might have been 
thought of spending half a day in 
making a trip to the next "home- 
Htead," and spending another half-day 
in th'e-return journey. But that time 
iR no more. The fanner w'.ll rejoice 
10 know that his fellow-worker is 
within easy distance, and In t'.ie win- 
ter evenings there will li'e many oc- 
casions when they can enjoy efwli 
others, company. 

The results, Immediate and uU.'- 
mate, which will flow from th'e close.- 
settlement of the country are dif 1- 
cult to estimate. There Is basis for 
plenty of enthusiasm iiv this connec- 
tion. Commissioner Coombs indicates 
on'e of the giWtest (Consequences 
When be . mentions the Intensive cultl-

vatiou or the land, it has been sa!

Such was the qu'es- 
tion that the present 
Staff - Captain Lutle 
Desbrisay, when a girl of some twelve 
or. fourteen summers, put to her father 
one day at their home in Charlotte- 
town, P.E.I. The announcement in 
town that an Army was coming to 
"open fire" had set ' tlie placa ail 
agog; hence t^ question. 

Mr. Desbrisay was as ignarant as 
his daughter regarding the new Army, 
and said so. However, it was not iongi 
beforo The Army arrived, and Lutie'a 
curiosity was rewarded by the sight 
two blue-uniformed men marching 
down, the streets, proclaiming in the 
words of a song that they wtu'e 'I'he 
Army! Mystery deepened. Ijutie, like 
the (.ownstolk and her own school 
chum.s, grew even more curious, till 
one night she decided to go to an 
Army meeting. Before It was half 
over ;[.,utie fled from the plac'e, Jt 



The very night of her acceptance, she 
was handed some little 'envelopes 
which she afterwards learned were 
. "cartridges." Into one of these she 
placed her all — two c'ents. That was 
her entire bank accoiiut, and she 
gave it to the Lord. 

Between school hours and ou holi- 
days she sold War Crys, conducted 
cottage meetings, vislt'ed the prison- 
ers in the jail, and sought out sick and 
needy persons whom .she helped as 
best she could by singing, speaking, 
and praying, for money fsha had non'e, 
She also led meetihiga for children.

Nortlr liead, 
on the Island of Grand Manan in the 
Bay of I'^undy was the Captain's next 
Coriis, Hard times never pressed her 
so hard as when she was at North 
Head, The peoiiVe who existed en- 
tirely on the harvest of the tsca were 
very poor, so iioor in fact that many 
wore forced to go to bed eVcry night 
at dusk simply because they had not 
money to buy oil or candle. One day, 
liowevoi', during the Captain'.s stay 
there n great slioal of fish came into 
the harbour. The people of the vil- 
lage rushed from theh- houses along 
the water front, netted all .the fish 
they possibly cou^d, for -which the - 
fishors wore paid the sum of $2,000. a 
very large anni in those days. The 
money was divided among tho poorer 
peotde, and great rejoicing took place 
because of the catch." Prosperity 
seemed assured to everybody, Inc'nd- 
ing the Captain, who was agreeably 
supriscd when loads of coal and 
wood, groceries, and supijlies of all 
kinds came to the door of her quar- 
ters.

Fifteen years ago the tonnage of the 
largest boats callin,?- at il.ontreal was 
i! 000, ten years ago 10,000, today 15,- 
nOO, and ten years hence they would 
lu-obahly exceed 25.000 tons. 

To meet the growth of trade and 
l)o])nlatlon and the increased tonnaffe 
0!' ocean-going ships the Wt. T,aw- 
ren'Mi route, and the v'ort ut Montreal, 
the speaker said, must be mniniain'ed', 
at. the highest standard of el'fici'ency. 

The cost of freight by rail was nine 
tinubs the cost of freiglit l)y ^vater.

(Psalm cxvili.: 27.) 1

BRIODICALLY in our 
Halls we have had what 
we call Altar Services. 
At such times, and more 
especially during the 
Self-Denlal and Harvest Festival ef- 
forts. Soldiers, friends, and others 
who arc Interested In God's work are 
invited to come forward with gifts, of 
money to lay upon the special table 
which, for that occasion, serves the 
purpose of an altar. Those who have 
been present at these Meetiigs will 
not need to be told that the "gift" is 
irrevocab'G. The giver cannot hon- 
estly get It back— it has been d'eliber- 
ately parted with. 

That is a very definite thing done, 
and it illustrates the central Idea of 
the verse which I hav'e read to you. 

Some time ago I went with The 
General to Stoglcholm, where the 
Swedish Officers were gathered to- 
gether for their annual Congress. At 
the close of the Counolls I asked an 
Officer how he liked the M'eetlugs, 
and what the result would 'be. He re- 
plied: "Commissioner, ic's Just like 
tblsi It ia as if The General during 
these days bulid'ed an altar, and to- 
night wa all climbed upon that altar 
offering 'ourselves a sacrifice unto 
God, and the fire came down and 
sanctified the offering." 

The true worship and service of 
God — It need not be told—involves 
sacrifice. If anyone hero fee'.s that 
religion is all a tiuestion of how much 
he can get out of God by saying so 
many prayers or offering so many do- 
nations, b'e has a totally wrong con- 
ception of what it is. I know that 
there are many Who regard their vows 
to God very lightly, They seem to 
think they can got through their reli- 
gion without much self-denial. Reli- 
gion of that sort, however, is worth 
nothing, or, at any rate, amounts to 
very little.. 

I do not desire that yon should im- 
itate the seusele-ss praetlces iirevail- 
iiig in some, countries, where the peo- 
ple are allowed to build their hopes ot 
Salvation upon penance and self-tor- 
ture, And yet, we are sometimes put 
to shame by the things we hear and 
see. 

A short time ago I received a letter 
from a young Officer in India. After 
describing some pleasing scenes, he 
said: "One sees .some awful things 
out here. 1 saw a man th'e other day 
literally walking upon nails. It made 
me sWyer. He imagined that by this 
he could save . bis soul. With what 
passion I wished that man could only 
understand that other nails were pier- 
ced In other feet for him! But you 
see bow in earnest the people here 
are about their religion, and In all 
these things they are s'eeklug for Sal- 
vation." 

There are not many who are pre- 
pared to do what that poor Indian de- 
votee did. They are a long way off 
that. But unless they are prepared to 
include sacrifice in their religion, they 
are not on the lines oUher of their 
Lord'8 example or their Lord's words. 
The cross, th« following, the denial ot 
self, th« Cait-ary path, cannot be ex- 
eluded from the lite oi; Christ's fol- 
lower. 

Whilst true service must always be 
a BiJjrltual thing, do not Imagine it Is- 



something merely "in the mind.". 1 
have heard it talked about In the 
same way as a doctor talked to a poor 
lad who had big thumb crushed in a 
machine. 

"Don't shout, my poor boy," he said. 
"Don't you know I feel it as truly as 
you do?" 

"Perhaps so," replied the boy; "but 
you feels. it in your mind, and I I'eels 
it in my thumb!" 

Sacrifice is often talked about by 
some people who feel it perhaps as 
much as the doctor felt the crushed 
thumb, being largely a matter of 
sympathy, without the actual hurting. 

This matter of sacrifice indicates a 
certain principle, a certain stat'e of 
mind, which expresses Itself in two 
ways. It is either a giving up of 
things which are against God's will, 
or the contribution of sometliing 
which is valuable, to be surrendered 
or us'ed in His service. Shall I not 
say that sacrifice repre-sents the heart 
saying, on the one hand, "I will come 
out, and be separate, and touch not 
the un?.'ean thing?" and, on the other 
hand, "What shall I render unto the 
Lord for all His benefits toward me?" 
Not only singing, "Where He loads I 
will follow," "Lord, I make a full sur. 
render," but actually spending and 
being spent for Him. 

I need not dwelt at any gi'eat 
length upon the word "altar." I re- 
ferred to the table In our Altar Ser- 
vices as the place of gifts. It is also 
the place of dedication, and the iilaco 
of sacrifice. Thank God, It has been 
so to many, as well as the mercy-seat, 
where God has sea'.od the acceptance 
of the offering presented to Htm, 

How often have we be.en reminded 
of that altar of saioriflce, In the shape 
of the accursed cross, where the Sav- 
iour made atonem'ent for onr sins! 
And it is in reality at that altar wo 
bow when wd sincerely sing — 
Were the whole real mot nature mine, 

That wore a present far too small; 
Love so amazing so divine, 

Demands ray Soul, my life, my all! 

Not only "demands" the sacrifice, 
but "slian have my soul, my life, my 

all." ■ : 

But: what does the binding of the 
sacrifice to the altar mean? Tlte 
phrase is very sigtilflcant. 

The horns were the corner posts, 
and sometimes the worshipper pre- 
senting a living . creature would 
tether It with a cord to the altar's 
horn, so that he gift covtld be used 
cither for sacrifice or service. In 
both cases the figure of speech seems 
to Imply the possibility of the conse- 
cration being reversed by the with- 
drawRl of the offering, or broken by 
its loaa, the sacrifice slipping off or 
away from the altar, or being loosen- 
ed by the person who had presented 
the offering.' 

The Psalmist therefore urges those 
to whom he Is speaking tq maintain 
their cons'ecration, and to see to It 
that their sacrifice Is not taken off th« 
altar after being iiut on. These corner 
posts were not there for oniamont, 
but for use, and the cords were in- 
tended to" hold .-the sacrifice to the 
altar, so that it could not be snatched 
away. 

Here Is my Bible. If I turned away, 
and anybody were so minded, It 



would be easy to make/oft with It 
while my back was turned. But if I' 
had some cord, and, by crosBlng 
transversely from corner to corner 
tied the Book to the table, that would 
makte it secure. It was thus that the i 
sacrifices were bound to the Jewish 
altar. 

What I want to emphasize by this . 
is, that those who come with gifts and-' 
dedications should bind themselves in 
terms of unalterable covenant. TlVey . 
should stand to their consecration 
when loss or pain or temptation come, 
as come they will in one form or an- 
other. It is just here where so many 
fall — th'ey do not really maintain their ■ 
sacrifice. That is to say, having i 
made a consecration they do not 
stand to, it. The offering has been 
made, but It has been taken back 
again; the vow has be'en registered, 
but not paid; Ove promise has been 
made, but not fulfilled; the consecra^ 
tion has been broken or reversed. 

Take that wond'erfu) scene in the 
life of Abraham. At the command of 
God he erected an altar, cut the sac- 
rifice in pieces, and iaid it there. 
Then Abrahaim waited for the coming 
of the fir'e. Before the fire came, or 
anything happened, the vultures, those 
unclean birds, were circling around 
his head, and avouml the altar, trying 
to defile the sacrifice or snatch It 
away or devour it. The story says 
that when the birds came down Abra- 
ham drove them away, and he stooii 
to his covenant, until the flra .came. 
The vultures of temptation will circle 
around you. They will try to frighten 
you, and to i-omove the sacrifice 
wholly or partially, or to d'cCiie it in 
some way. Your business then Is to 
drive the maway, to bind and rebind 
the sacrifice to God's altar. 

In the days of Queen Mary, a givl. 
martyr refuBed, when preBBurti;^;:>" 
brought upon her, to d'ony her Lord 
and renounce her faltb. She was cpn- 
demnod and taken to the seqiShore, ' 
There she was bound tq a staUe near''^ 
the low tld'e line, and, -as the liicromr ;■ 
Ing waters gathered round' h<?.'r feet,. : { 
one of hei- persecutors roite-'out and / 
offered to spare her 'lite if ly.he would ! 
renounce her faith and turn her back.-^ 
upon her Lord. 

The waters rose to hor waist, and 
ha rode out agiiln, and, when half un- i 
conBcious, she was dragged out, and 
urged to recant. Refusing to do this, 
the girl was again bound to the stat*"* 

When the waters reached her shoul- 
ders the offer was repeated. To one 
and all She replied something like 
this; "No, I win not draw back! 1; 
will not deny my Lord!" And as the" 
rising tide came in she bowed lief ' 
head, and poured her soul out uhto 
death rather than deny her Master. ; 
She bound her aacvilice to the altar, 
and died in the tattb. 

Some of thos'e who hear nvy words 
are dlaappointod and sad at heart, for 
they have gone back on Jesus Chrlat; 
not perhaps to save their lives, but tor.; 
a mere trif'.e. Why these neglected -' 
vows? Why these defiled sacrlflceal 
Why these broken cohaeoralloi»s? . W ^ 
they wei'o ever really put on tUe; P'Uar v 
they were not, I am afrfttd, 'bound'^ 
there. Impulse, sentiment, desWe, in^ 
tentlon m'tiy have induced the offer- 
ing, but it was not bound with "cords' 
of submisBlon, cords of dcternoiDa- 
tlon." Corapanlonshlpa, some secre' 
indulgence^ some selfish pleaanrt, 
some act of I'everaat, carried o?C th* 
sBcrlfJie.

Some Impressions and Remarks Concemmg the 
Corps he has just visited* 




SiHB Chief Secretary, aa 
our readers will have 
gathe»ed from The Cry, 
has recently been mak- 
ing a characteristic hustle 
throughout Ontario Province. In the 
course of thirteen days he has con- 
ducted fifty-three meetings and tra- 
velled great distances, as well as In- 
teiwiewed local magnates and Officers, 
etc,, and when we saw him In his 
office ho looked the p^mk of physical 
perfeotion—th'e Colonel Is a mighty 
workei'. We thought that some of 
the "unconsidered trifles" that might 
fall from the lips of an observant 
man might be interesting to our read- 
ers, so wte asked him what passing 
impressions he had gleaned from New 
Ontario and other parts. Said he: 

"New Ontario is a country with a 
mighty future, and The Army is well 
In on the ground floor. The country 
Is growing;, and The Army is growing 
with It . At Cobalt, Halleybury, and 
Now luiskeard we have got the nucleus 
of splendid forces. At Cobalt we have 
a fine hall, commodious quartei's, a 
line Corps ot' soldiery, and the re- 
spect and good wishes of all sections 
of the community. Ensign Calvert 
has done a spl'endld work, and was 
very much looked up to and respected, 
not only by the townsfolk, but by his 
comrade Officers round about. I am 
happy to say that Adjutant Parsons, 
who has recently taken command, has 
had a good beginning. • 

"New Ijifikcavd Is, not a mining 
c'entre like Cobalt and Halleybury, but 
Is situated In a rapidly developing 
agricultural district, Plans are in 
hand for the securing of a site for the 
erection of a suitable building." 

"How did you find the congrega- 
tions, Colonel?" • 

"In all eases excellent. Our own 
people and the public generally shew- 
ed warm interest in The Army. I 
nuist say, however, that th'e lead- 
era, as Prlgafller Hargrave and 
Majors Green and Hay, with their 
Corps Officers,' had made exc'eilent 
arrangements, 'The mefetings them- 
selves were attendbd with -very gi-at- 
ifylng results, but of course we always 
wish that more had been done in the

"The Offiffor?, Colonel, how did you 
find them?" 

"For the- most part in excellent 
spirits and he^ith, We had some 
most blessed councils. At any rate, 1 
thoroughly enjoyed them my?'elf, and 
1 .have had ^bKlahes of letters from 
Officers telling me of great blessings 
received, so 1 suppos'e others enjoyed' 
them, too. For Instance.'.here Is a- 
letter In which it la stated; *I cannot 
remember a time when more real 
work and . permanent good had been 
done in BO short a time by, any ehleC 
officer,' There are other nice things 
this. Sta,ff Officer wrltes^It's a way 
he has, you know. I have had 
some very nice letters from the Field 
Otfioera, thanking me for arranging 
the meetings where they could be 
present — they so greatly enjoyed 
them.' Then here Is an extract, from 
-a Etejd.; Officer's letter: 'Just a few 
llBtei to gl^e expression to my feel- 



ings of. .thankfulness at this tinve for 
the blessings I received from your 
words of counsel and advice.' 

"There is nothing that gives me 
greater Joy than to know that I haye 
been made the means of blessing and 
help to a comrad'e in the War. I have 
Just rcceiyed a Tetter from a dear 
lassie Officer, and after I had read It 
1 bowed my head on the table and 
with tear-dimmed eyes thanked God 
for his goodness In thus using me " 

We perused that letter, and then 
asked permission to print it. The fol- 
lowing are extracts; 

"f enjoyed your visit very much. It 
brought to my mind the struggle 1 
had tor sanctitlcatlon when a Cadet. 
I had attended all the Councils, and 
Colonel Brehgle's holiness meetings, 
and yet I could not get the victory 
lintll one Svuiday morning In Novem- 
Iier, 1908, you took the meeting and 
the Biiile lesson. In that meeting I 
left my seat among the Cadets, and 
went; forward and claimed the bless- 
ing of a clean heart, to which, praise 
God, I can testify now, 1 was a long 
time struggling, but oh the peace my 
Saviour gives since I've learned to 
trust Him more. 

"I feel. I'm In my right place. I love 
the work I am in. My whole heart 
and soul is in it, and the harder I 
can work the more I enjoy It." 

"One^ thing that Impressed m,e 
very much," continued the Colonel, 
"\yas the high 'esteem In which our 
Officers and ovn- work are held by.

One alderman 
In a very large city said to me: 'Your 
Army can never get to know all thVj 
good It does all the time ' While two 
ex-Mayors told me that they consider- 
ed the presence of The Army Indis- 
pensable to a community. Here Is a 
letter that one of our Oftleers re- 
ceived from a Minister of State at 
Ottawa.' ' Vo'vi' might print It as a 
nicans of encouragement to our dear 
Officers, who are toiling awa.y~not 
dreaming, perhaps, how their work Is 
regard^ by the nation's rulers:

of the opulent, with their lawns of 
living velvet stretchiuR to the river 
Itself; the skiffa, motor launches, 
punts, and houseboats, with their com.

A London County C^onn- 
cil censns.or the homeless poor in the 
metropolis discovered 2,747 bomeleas 
persons in the streets on one part'cu- 
lar night. People who had not six- 
pence, not a. penny many of tUeni, In 
tbe woCld.- >;o homo, no regular 
meals, no change of clothes, no bookg 
- none of the things which raise men 
^ .above ihe beasts. Possessing nothing 

—o.nly Memory, Ugh! 
'" 1 oa'l one man aside. He tolls ine 
,' , Ills '•story fr^xkly enough. • He is a 
liamAxernmn, forty-four years of age, 
and has worked for such firms as 
Tborn'eyci'ott, and in the blacksmiths' 
shops of tbe London, .Chatham' and 
Dovef Railway,- and the Loudon aixd 
Sout>- Western Railway. . How Ual be- 
lost his last employment ? Oil, the 
irony of tbe explanatioi;!* He had b'een- 
employeil in ja. blacksmith's shop,- 
where there were sixteen fires,' eight 
on e^ch side. It was a n'ew shop and 
in a close' y-inhabited nelgbboiirhood. 
The Dftiglibours complained- ' of tbg 
noise- ofi the hampiering, and as a .i-ei-- 
euit Of tbe trouble thus oanaed; -the 



leiglit fii'es on the side nearest (he 
bouses had to be put out, and the 
workmen discharged. Tbe homeletis 
man before nie was one of tU'e unfor- 
tunate ones.

Sinee tlien he had dona 
practically no work, although he had 
tramped the country in seiirch o: 'eni- 
ploynieut. 1-Ie had walked about the 
streets of London on countles.=; nights. 
For fourteen days previous to this in- 
terview he had been ^slee))iiig on Claf)- 
liam Cohimdn' oiie of London's iiavks, 
performing his niornius ab utions, 
like the more perky spiivrows, at tha 
edge of the pond. His only food^ for 
the same iieriod lias been diy, broken 
br'ead, which hs and' other appUcanta 
receive at a nunnery three times a 
week. This bread is collected from 
hotfels and restaurants.

Quickly i.be assistants ,t;Gt to work, 
and each guest is sp'eedily provided 
with a pai)et- bag- coiitaiiilng two thick 
slices of bread and butter, a piece of 
cake, and a . piece of cheese. Then 
each man is served with a pint of tea. 
How infinitely pathetic It all is. Often 
men coino lieri;! who have not tasted 



a bite of food for days. It is not a 
cheerful meal to watch. 

Breakfast 'finished a r'e'ilgious meei> 
ing follows, for this is the ''DosBers' 
CliapeJ,' the most i)overt,'>^-stricken 
congregation in Christendom pro- 
bably. It is a good plan tO' feed the 
body before the sou!; a plan, 1 con- 
sider, in k'espiug with tbe spirit of ■ 
the Man of Sorrows, whosa words ' in 
letters two feet high are paintad high 
up on the walls of th-,> suest room: 
"Come unto Me all ye that labour, 
and are heavy lad'en, and I will give 
tbee rest." 
Still Another Chance. 

The leader of this si range service, 
Brigadier Asplnall; gives out a fam- 
iliar hymn, the harmouiui.,i 'eads the 
ringing, and Ihe meeting is under 
way. Then the Scriptures are read, 
and the glorious mes;;a:;-e oi the Re- 
.deenier is pi'oclaimed — there' is still 
Another Chance, even for such as 
these. Yes, verily, l.isteii! — what is 
Ibe 'oader sayin,?: 

"Men, you have heard what the 
Book .says. Its word.s :ire true. Now 
yon will hp.ar men si'eak who were 
once liumeless and destitute like your- 
selves, but who through tbe forsaking 
of their sin and faith iuGnd are now 
i'estored to lives of iuduslry and com- 
parative comfort." 

- The whole object of this weekly j 
,!!athGi'ins is soon apparent. It is re- 
demption, spiritually and Rbria'ly. 
Man .after man stands up and tells in 
simple language how he -was down, 
hut is now living a fuller and happier 
Ufa. It is not all pessimism in this 
wonderful bnilding, as I quick'y dis- 
covered afterwards in conv'ersa' ion 
with the leaders of the uniqu'e service.

A young u^an, who had been 
brought v]i in a good lunne, and who 
had been, a chorister in a nori.liprn 
cathedral, lost his position through! 
■drink. He Was a 'good mnsiciau, and 
his. ability to 'entertain others by tbe 
display, of his talents ensured bini a' 
■ready welcome in i)iiblic-house,H, and 
he sank lower and lower, until ho 
was a homeless trump. He waikeil 
from tlie .\"orth to London, s'iieping; 
In the casual wards of tho work- 
houses, or spending the night.s in tlu> 
-hedge liottoin.'j, and beside hayricks. 
Wlien be arrived in the mctroiiois, iva 
was penniless; and for ten suc^Deasive 
nlgiits he, Wfis bedless, suffering ter- 
rible privations. .-\t last Ire could 
stand the life no longer, and, prodigal 
like, he resolved to train]) the several 
hundred miles which lay between him 
and his boni'a, and throw himself on 
the mercy of his parents. 

But when be was once more within 
ten miles of the old honiQ. hie heart 
failed him. No, he couldn't briug 
himself to face his moth'er c1o.''ii(!(l cia 
he was in rags! His manhood would 
not allow hint to eat the broad of iilln- 
nesa in hi.s father'.s house after bring'- 
ing such shame and sorrow upon his 
parents. Again he turned hiy faco 
Londonward.s. and walk'ed every foot 
of the way to the tar-off metropolis. 
When he, again found Iiimsolf on th(i 
Thames Bmbaiikment, his boots wer^ 
worn off his feet, his clothes bung in 
dusty tatters, . and his pockotfl Wcro 
emiity. Again, night after night was 
spent under the ojien sky, the days in 
a miserable searcli for scraps of fooil 
: to keep him in life.

—a suicidal act, which was influenced, 
come to London less than a year ago 
. so he said, by a romantic desire to see 
something of the world in g'eneral and 
the great metropolis of the Bmpire in 
particular. He is a baker by trade, 
and he came to London with high 
hopes. Surely, he thought, so many 
Tnillions ^of people must 'eat many 
loaves; bakers must surely be at ai 
premium. But he could not obtain a 
day's work at baking, or, indeed, any- 
thing else. Within a week or two his 
scanty store of money had becom'e ex- 
hausted ; there was nothing for it but 
to pawn his watch, his portmaneau, 
his clothes, bit by. bit. In time thoKo 
possessions had all been disposed of; 
he had to leav'e his humble lodgings, 
and walk out into the great city with- 
out a friend or a hope. Will if be 
believed that this Colonial walked 
about the streets of T..ondon from, 
the Sunday to the Friday witho\it 
tasting food or lying down on a bod 
to r'est? 
Food I ess for Five Days. 

Yet this is the bare fact, except 
that on one of these days a police- 
man gave him a penny with which he 
bought a piece of bread. Not another 
morsel of food passed his lips in five 
days. There were thousands, prob- 
ably, who would gladly have relieved 
his necessities if ,b'e '.coiild have drawn! 
them aside and told them how he 
stood, but the stranger could not 
bring himself to beg. Then the Col- 
onial, six feet tall, and weighing thir- 
te'en stone, fell in his tracks. He 
fainted in the street — overcome by 
hunger — in the wealthiest city In the 
world. A policeman revived him, and 
took him to the, poiilce-station, wh'oro 
the inspector quickly detected what 
was wrong, and gave the poor fellow 
a good square meal. Then he advised 
him to go to the Sfilvatlon Army, and 
sent a constable with him to see" that 
he got there all right. And there I. 
found him, again well fed and happy, 
•but anxious— oh, so anxious — to get 
out of London and across the seas to 
Canada as ciuicWy as evej- the mattei* 
could be arranged, 

Fr'eciuently— -in fact, weekly— this 
unique congregation of all that is 
most hopeless and degraded in I^on- 
don furnishes a "trophy" (so the Sal- 
vationists aptly put it), such as our

It Is not a 
work that most of us would oare to
